In the Memorandum read as first paper atove Government have among 
other things laid down the procedure for making provisior al or emergency 
appointinents through Employment Exchanges to pasts within the purview 
of the Public Service Commission . According to the instructions issued , 
the Heads of Departments/Appointing Authorities should report to the 
Public Service Commission in the first instince all the vacancies in the posts 
which are within the purview of the Public Service Commission and which 
it is considered essential to 6ll up immediately . Heads of Departments/ 
Appointing Authorities can resort to provisional appointments only when the 
Commission states that the Public Service Commission candidates are not 
available for appointments . The Commission has brought to the notice of 
Government that in spite of repeated instructions in the matter Heads of 
Departments Appointing Authorities still ſmake provisional appointments 
without reporting the vacancies to the Commission for regular selection as 
soon as the vacancies arise and that the vacancies are reported to the Com 
mission only when the concurrence of the Commission for their continuance 
beyond three months is sought for . Government are now pleased to issue the 
following further instructions in the matter for strict compliance. 

(i) All vacancies which are likely to continue beyond three months 
should be reported immediately to the Public Service Commission /District 
Recurito ent Board for regular selection . Provisional appointments should 
be resorted to only if intimation is received from the Public Service 
Commission /District Recruitment Board that candidates are rot available 
for regular appointment. 

(ii ) Vacancies of only 3 months duration and less can be filled up 
provisionally by the Heads of Departments/Appointing Authcrities : t their 
discretion withiut receivir g intimation from the Public Service Commission / 
District Recruitment Board that no candidates are available for regular 
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appoin ment. Even in such case the vacancies should be reported to the 
Public Service Commission / District Recruitment Board for regular appoint 
ment simultaneously . 

2. The Circular read as third paper above stands modified to this 
cxtent.

AWARD 


This is an Industrial Dispute between the Management of M /s. Kajaria 
Company ( P ) Ltd., Alleppey and the workmen of the above concern repre 
sented by the General Secretary , Alleppey District " Malancharakku Thozhi 
lali " Union , Alleppey over the " Non -employment of Shri M. Aboobacker 
and Shri Muhammed Hussain ” referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1) (C) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947 ) by the Government ofKerala , in their Order , Health and Labour (H ) 
Department, G. O. Rt. No. 1211 /68 /HLD dated Trivandrum 30-3-1968. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements . 

3. The case of the Union is that the above mentioned two workmen were 
employed by the Company as gunny stitching labourers on piece rate with 
an average pay of Rs. 150 for each per month . Sri M. Abubacker had com 
pleted 20 years of service and Sri Muhammed Hussain had completed 9 
years of service under the above-mentioned company. Thereafter they were 
told that there was scarcity of work and that they will be absorbed as and 
when there is work . On the above assurance , they were retrenched from 
service . Even though they approached the management several times 
requesting to give them employment, the management refused to give them 
cmployment, and that they are entitled for reinstatement with back wages at 
the rate of Rs. 150 per month for each from 4-3-1966 onwards, the date from 
which their services were dispensed with . 

4. Today when the case was taken up , a memorandum of settlement 
shown as annexure to this award is filed by the parties to the dispute settling 
the matter out of court. The Union does not contest the case. As such 
there is no Industrial Dispute now for adjudication before this Court. An 
award is passed accordingly .

This is a complaint under Section 33 ( A ) of Industrial Disputes Act 
filed by the aforementioned complainant against the opposite party . 

The contentions of the complainant are as follows: 
“ 1 . 

The Petitioner is a party in I. D. No. 45/70 pending before this 
Tribunal. 

2. The point at issue is that the retirement age should be 60 as 
provided in the Kerala Industrial Employees Payment of Gratuity Act 
6 of 1970. But the Management is serving notice to the employees to retire 
them at the age of 58 on a wrong notion . Hence the Association has raised 
the issue and the same is being adjudicated upon by this Tribunal,

3. Pending the proceedings the Managing Director Shri L. N. Dalmia 
has served a notice to one of our Staff Member L. Peter, Foreman , Engi 
neering Department on 1-7-1970 preparatory to the completion of the 58th 
age. Consequently his services are likely to be terminated . 

4. This action of the Managing Director , Shri L. N. Dalmia is against 
the provisions of Section 33 A of the Industrial Dirputes Act 1947. The 
Association has filed a petition to this effect in I. D. No. 45/70 also on 
17-10-1970 . 

5. This action of the Managing Director is pre-judicial to the interest 
of the employee and a contravention of the jurisdiction of the Court." 

The complaint was concluded with a prayer ; that appropriate orders 
may be passed allowing Sri L. Peter to continue in service in Messrs. Punalur 
Paper Mills Limited till his 60th age. 

Pursuant to summons the opposite party appeared and submitted his 
written objections in which it was contended as under: 

“ The petition is notmaintainable . It is not stated under what provision 
of law the petition is filed or the Hon ble Tribunal is called upon , to pass 
orders. Anyhow there is no provision of law which enables such a petition 
being filed and being entertained . The employees concerned are to retire 
according to the retirement age which is in force unless and until such 
retirement age is changed according to provisions of law . At any rate the 
association has no right to make the claim under this application even if, a 
dispute is pending . 

The opposite party concluded with a prayer that the petition should be 
dismissed with costs . 

The matter was thereafter posted for hearing on the maintainability of 
the complaint filed by the Staff Association , on 22-2-1971 . 

On 22-2-1971 nobody was present representing the Staff Association 
and the representative of the opposite party namely the management 
submitted that the matter was already settled out of court .

2. The Union s case is ås follows: 

This management runs a coffee curing factory at Calicut and these 
were workers employed by them . On 17-12-1966 it is alleged that the 
management illegally locked out the factory and retrenched the workers 
without any reason what-so -ever . The Union started agitation and an 
agreement was effected on 4-3-1967 in the presence of the District Labour 
Ofñcer, Calicut. By this agreement the management undertook to employ 
( 37 female workers and 3 male workers) found in the Muster Roll of the 
factory as on 17-12-1966 . It was also agreed that they are to be taken as 
fresh hands without any right for the past services rendered by them . The 
next season after this commenced on 15-3-1970 and these 40 workers ollered 
to work and they were taken as fresh hands. The workers found that their 
atleudance cards contained the name of a contractor also which was not 
there prior to this agreement. So the union sought the clarification 
regarding this from the management and later on this was taken to the 
District Labour Officer and he convened conciliation conferences. 
According to the union the management took an adament attitude and so 
there was no way out but to refer that for adjudication and that is now 
pending adjudication in this court. The next year the season commenced 
on 4-3-1968 and when the workers want for work they were asked to sign a 
1) prd form . The workers found that it is an agreement to be entered into 
be ser the workers and the contractor one Mr. Gangadharan Nair . These 
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workers refused to sign this on the ground that they are to be treated as 
workers directly under ihe management and then the management took the 
stand that such employees who refused to sign the agreement forın will not 
be employed n the fictory . So work was denied to these who refused to 
sign the agreement. Then the union started Satyagraha . Later on this was 
settled and an agreeinent was entered into in the presence of the Additional 
District Mag strate , Kozhiko te. The union woull say that the manage 
ment had orally ag ee i to give the wages for the period of non-employmenit . 
But they have not given the same. In view of this they say that the 
workers are entitled to get wages for the period for which they were not 
employed on the ground that the action of themanagement was wrong and 
illegal. 

3. In the statement filed by the management they say that they have 
not illegally looked out the factory in 1966 . The curing operations were to 
end from 19-12-1966 and on 17-12-1966 , they informed the workers by 
a notice that They are stopping work with effect from 19-12-1966 . 
The union started an agitation from 19-12-1966 and the workers employed 
by this management were discharged frm service by serving notices dated 
2-1-1967. The workers belonging to this union continued with their strike 
and other agitation even after the issue of this notice. 

Detailed and pro 
longed discussions were held and finally an agreement was arrived at on 
the basis of which the man gement undertook to employ 40 workers from 
the commencement of the work during the next season as new entrants 
without any claim for their past services. The season in 1968 commenced 
on 4-3-1968 and the workers were asked to sign an agreement form and 
according to themanagement the workers had signed similar forms during 
the previous year. But during this particular season they say that they are 
not prepared to sign it . The management would say that the terms ofthat 
agreement were not in any way disadvantageous to the workers and they 
were not to take away any of their rights. So there was no justification on 
the part of the workers in not signing the same. 

These workers who refused 
to sign started an illegal strike and satyagraha . This also came to a settle 
ment on 20-3-1968 and in the basis of this the workers were given work and 
they were not asked to sign the agreement forms. They were employed 
from 20-3-1968 onwards. Tlie management never undertook to give them 
wages for the period from 4-3-1968 to 20-3-1968 . On the e grounds they 
say that the strike to which the workers resorted to being illegal and 
unjustifiable the workers are not entitled for any wages for the strike 
period . 

In the rejoinder filed by the union they deny all these contentions 
WW1 and WW2have tendered evidence on behalf of the union and their 
documents are W1 to W7. The management relies on the evilence of 
MWI and their only document is a memorandum of settlement dated 
20-3-1968. 

5. WWI is a worker whose name finds a place in the reference order. 
She says that she went to the factory in March , 1968, for work and she was 
asked to sign an agreement form . She says that it was written in Malayalam . 


She says that the form contained particulars mentioned in Ext. Wi. She 
was also told that she will be given work only if she signed this form and she 
did not sign it and no work was given and thereafter there was agitation . 
This agitation went on for 17 days and afterwards there was a settlement. 
The management had agreed to pay the wages for these days but they have 
not paid it . In cross-examination she says that the form contains the condi 
tions of employment and that also states that she has to work under the 
contractor. She says that she has not signed a similar agreement form 
during the previous year. The workers refused to sign the agreement form 
and the strike and satyagraha commenced . All these things came to an 
end and work was resumed after the settlement. She says that there was no 
agreement for payment of wages for the period of non -employment, 
but the management had orally undertaken to pay the wages. She says that 
the union had issued a notice prior to the strike saying that they will strike 
work if the demands are not conceded . In re- examination she says that 
someworkers who signed this agreement were employed . 

6. WW2 is the Secretary of the union . According to him the strike 
commenced on 4th March , 1968. The workers went on 4th for work and 
they were asked to sign an agreement form . Workers were not prepared 
to do it. Then they were denied employment and they were asked to go 
out of the factory . According to him Ext. W2 is a copy of the agreement 
form which was given to these workers for signature . The agitation which 
started on denial of employment came to an end on 20-3.1968. Regarding 
the denial of oinployment the union had sent a letter and that letter is 
marked as Exi.W3, and a copy of the same despatched to the management 
is marked as Ext. W4. After the scttlement the workers were given employ 
ment with effect from 21-3-1968 and there after the union asked the 
management for payment of wages and that letter is addressed to the pro 
prictor and the copy is marked as Ext. W5. Another letter to the manage 
ment is marked as Ext. W6 and the reply is marked as Ext. W7. In cross 
examination he says that the workers refused to work under the contractor 
and they started the strike. The contractor was appointed in the factory on 
15-3-1967 and the imion came to know about this only afterwards. Im 
mediately there after the union asked the management not to employ a con 
Tractor and thic District Labour Officer was also informed about this. There 
was a conciliation conference and since there was no settlement the matter 
was referred for adjudication . He admits that on 4-3-1968 when the strike 
commenced the deinand of the workers for abolition of contract system was 
referred for adjudication . He says that during the period of strike workers 
other than the 15 workers have also not worked . The suggestion of the 
inanagement counsel that these workers who refused to sign and who resorted 
to stike prevented the other workers from working is denied by him . 

Iccording to him about 40 workeus who are members of this wrion are al 
present employed there. In re-examination he says that the workers 
refused to sign because the matter regarding the abolition of contract system 
wa panding adjudication before this court. 


7. As against this there is the evidence of MWI on behalf of the 
management. According to him the work comrnenced on 4-3-1968 and the 
workers were asked to sign an agreement form . Similar forms were given 

during the previous year also and the workers have signed it . According to him 
- 12 female workers refused to sign this agreement form and the others signed the 

agreement form and joined for work . Those who refused to sign dema ded 
that the contractor should leave the place and they stated that they are pre 
pared to work only if he is relieved and they commenced the strike . A settle 
ment was effected on 20-3-1968 and that settlement is marked as Ext. Mi. 
According to him the strike was started with the demand for abolition of 
contract system . During the previous year no form was signed by these 
workers. In Septem ber, 1969 these workers had agrecd and signed the 
agreement form . But these documents are not produced in court. They 
were asked to sign the agreement form on the date of commencemen : of the 
work . He cannot say whether they are to sign the agreement form if they 
are to be treated as employees , under the management. He admits that there 
was a criminal complaint filed against him and he says that the case ended 
fn acquittal. 

8. In the union statement filed , the union says that they are claiming 
weges on the ground that the management denied employment to these 
workers from 4-3-1968 to 20-3-1968. They say that the matter regarding the 
abolition of contract system was pending adjudication and while this was 
pending they asked the workers to sign an agreement form . The copy of 
the form shown to the workers for signature is marked as Ext. Wi. In the 
statement filed by the union they say that work was denied to the 
workers who refused to sign this form . They say that the workers started 
a satyagraha when they were denied employment. WW1 says that they 
would be given work only if they sign the agreement form and she says that 
they did not work and there after there was an agitation , and that agitation 
came to an end after 17 days. In cross-examination she says that there was 
a strike and satyagraha and these were withdrawsn only after the settlement. 
The evidence ofWW2shows that when thework wa denied there was an agita 
tion and in cross- examination he admits that there was a strike on 4-3-1968 , 
and this continued till 20-3-1968. In view of the admissions made by these 
two witnesses it has to be inferred that there was a strike which commenced 
on 4-3-1968. There is nothing on record to show that the workers had 
given a notice about the strike prior to the commencement of the strike . 
Ext. W4 is copy of the letter seni by the union to the manager of this factory 
on 5-3-1963. In this letter also they do not say anything about the strike. 
They only say that the union will be forced to resort to satyagraha and other 
agitation if the management is not prepared to pay the wages to the workers 
who are denied employment. In this letter they say that the management 
has refused to give cmployment to 17 workers who refused to sign the 
agreement form . This is a form to recognise the contracior " as their 
employer. In that letter they say that the management has refused to 
employ these workers on the ground that thoy refused to sign the agreement 


/ 
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form . The next letter from the union is dated 11-4-1963. In none of these 
letters they say that they had resorted to a strike in the factory . MW1 says that 
the workers resorted to a strike and he also says that he asked these workers to 
sign an agreement form agreeing to tre it him as the employer . In view of 
the evidence of WWI, WW2 and MW1 I find that the workers commenced 
a strike from 4-3-1968. They have not given any sort of potice to the 
management. They addressed a few letters to the labour authoriites and 
there also they have not stated anything about the strike . The next 
question to be considered is whether the workers were justified in resorting 
to the strike or not. In this case the union has not taken up a contention 
that they were justified in resorting to a strike and so there are no materials 
on which I can come to a conclusion that it was a justifiable strike. 
Whether the strike was the only way out under the given circumstances also 
is not something which can be inquired into in the matter in view of the 
limited mate iels placed before this court regarding that aspect. The aver. 
ments of the witness examined on behalf of the union would show that it 
was not a denial of employment alone . All the union witnesses says that 
there was strike and it was not a denial of emloyment. At what stage the 
work was denied and at what stage the workers resorted to a strike is also not 
clear . In view of these facts I find that the workers are not entitled to any 
wages for the period from 4-3-1968 to 20-3-1968 . 

9. I pass this award as stated above and his awar1 shall come into 
force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government 
Gazette.

2. The proposal of the Cheif Engineer has been duly considered by

2 piensed to issue the following orders in supersession of the orders already 
issued in the matter : 

(1 ) All unemployed engineering graduates / Diploma holders and 
I. T. I. Certificate holders should form themselves into Ca-operative Soci 
eties to make them eligible to enjoy the concessions contemplated byGovern 
menting the inatter of executioa of public works. For the purpose of 
registration as a Co -operative Society , there shall be at least 10 members of 
whom 3 shall be degree holders. 

(2) According to rule 2 of Appendix 1 of G. O. (P ) 47 /PW dated 
4-2-1971 , Government have classified the contractors of PWD into 4 cate 
gories , viz ., A , B , C and D catégories on the basis of their financial resour 
ces, professional experience and record of perform ince. According to this 
classification , category contractors will comprise those who are entitled to 
tender for works in a Sub Division whose estimated P. A , C. is not more 
than Rs. 20,000 .

the Sureme Court in cases in which the Government Pleader or advocate 
aforesaid was not engaged to appear against the municipal council in the 
lower court and (b ) any Pleader other than the Government Pleader ofthe 
district or the Advocate included in t e panel as the case may be in ot er 
cases. 

( ii ) where the Government are a party and their interests are adverse 
to those of the municipal council , obtain the opinion of any Pleader other
